YOUR BOAT

QUESTION—What is the safest^, 


and easiest way to board a small 
boat? —John Kay 


Answer—Kneel on the dock. 


Keep your weight on one leg on 
the dock, put the other as close 
to the center of boat as possible, 
and quickly enter the craft. What- 
ever you do, don't step on the 
gunwhale or edge of boat. If you 
have fishing gear, place it ashore 
where you can reach it after you 
have, bp'arded or have someone 
hand it'tp you when you are seat- 
ed. Don't try to take it with you 
when you board. Until you have 
pulled away, keep your hands oft 
the gunwhale to keep from pinch- 
ingy our fingers against the dock.
